Pierre Laporte, 49, Labor Minister for the Canadian province of 
Quebec, is dead. For the present, the right to speak out against the 
Canadian government is also dead 


Shortly after Laporte’s body was discovered in the trunk of an 
abandoned taxi, Canadian Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau forced his 
country’s 1914 War Measures Act into effect for the third time in 


history. Police and army officials moved into Quebec’s countryside in 
search of the Labor Minister’s suspected murderers.. .the Front de 
Liberation du Quebec (F.L.Q.). Some 300 arrests were made without 
the formality of warrants. Search and seizure procedures were left up to 
the individual officer in the field. In short, the War Act has reduced the 
Canadian Bill of Rights to a piece of toilet paper 

The F.L.Q. has been in existence since the early 1960's. They have 
long advocated the withdrawal of Quebec from the federation of 
Canadian provinces. Their demands are based on the fact that Quebec, a 
predominantly French-speaking province, is a minority of one among 
the English speaking members of the federation. Many French 
Canadians, not just the members of the F.L.Q., would like to see 
Quebec stand as a separate state. On the other hand, Trudeau 
campaigned for, and won the Prime Ministership on a platform 
constructed against the separatists 


In recent years the F.L.Q. has become increasingly militant in their 

demands for separatism. There have been a number of bombings, 
vurnings, and other terrorist acts byindividuals claiming to be members 
of the F.L.Q. Kidnapping was introduced when the terrorists held 
British Trade Commissioner James Cross pending the release from 
Canadian prisons of 23 F.L.Q. members When the federal government 
failed to meet the terrorists’ demands, Laporte disappeared. He was 
found dead a few days later 


In view of the killing, a stepped-up program against the terrorists ts 

understandable. However, the Canadian government is not content to 
limit its rath to those individuals directly responsible tor Laporte’s 
death. Operating under the War Measures Act, the convenient label of 
sympathiz has been used to round up with dissenting 
pinion. A sympathizer turns out to be anyone who has shown vocal 
ipport for th suse Of Sseparatis!

General Charlies O'Brien has 
already suggested that Martial Law should be imposed on California in 
the event of a political kidnapping. Martial Law under Governor Ronald 
Reagan is more than just a nightmare. It is a very real possibility if any 
polling place is bombed on election day or any candidate kidnapped

A new leap forward in student 

politics was administered by the 
Student Senate Wednesday 
afternoon as they declined to 
discuss an item because the issue 
was of “a political nature.” 

The item was a telegram from 
the president of the student 
government at Kent State to Joe 
Hay, SSC student body president 
The telegram was simple: “We 
hope that your campus will 
participate in our national effort 
to raise funds for bail and legal 
defense at Kent State. The 
obvious political nature of the 
incidents has generated support 
from campuses across the 
country. Address all questions or 
contributions to Kent Lega! Fund, 
2000 P St., Northwest 303 
Washington, D.C. 20036.” 

Hay presented the telegram to 
the Senate for their consideration 
There were three alternatives oper 
to them for discussion. They 
could decide to donate towards 
the legal defense fund (despite the 
obvious legal questions involved 
here). They could decide not to 
do so. Or they could pass a 
resolution bringing the issue to 
the attention of the students for 
their own individual action 

Not to be bound by the dictates 
of these three choices, the Senate 
however, found a fourth. Ignore 
it 

Ordinarily, a decision to ignore 
the necessity for a decision is a 
decision in itself. But the Senate 
got around this by ignoring the 
question of whether or not they 
wanted to ignore the question 

Dean Donald Bailey merely 
stated that the Senate should be 
cautious in dealing with such a 
political issue and the Senate, at 
the motion of Senator Rick 
Ottowa, moved to other business 
with no further discussion or 
comment at all 

This move surprised some of 
those watching the Senate who 
had expected an intricate 
discussion on how the Senate was 
going to decide it couldn't deal 
with the matter. It was never 
expected that the Senate would 
in actuality, deal with it 

But the Senate was full of 
surprises. They didn’t even discuss 
the manner in which they 
shouldn’t deal with it. By deciding 
not to discuss issues of a political 
nature, the Student Senate made a 
great step towards simplifying the 
governmental process.

Recommendations for 
election day voters 


In the grand old tradition of political endorsements made by 
newspapers across the nation during election years, The State Hornet 
feels it only proper to make its recommendations to the voters 

A complete and comprehensive analysis of every candidate's past 
record and present campaign promises and tactics could only exhaust 
the reader's patience and wear the writer down, therefore specific 
examples will be avoided in order to facilitate brevity in our 
recommendations 

There is always the classic dilemma in every election of having to 
choose between “the lesser of two evils.” Such is the case in this 
election. Government has no need to return to the “boss politician” era 
again as many have charged will happen if Jess Unruh is elected. But, 
efficiency and sensibility in government is paramount to ineptness and 
“administration with-a-flair”, therefore we feel it is time for a return to 
this reasonable approach to government and recommend Jess Unruh for 
the office of Governor 

Because of the solid, consistent work accomplished during his term of 
office and though this breaks with straight party line voting, we feel 
that Ed Reinecke, the incumbent Lt. Governor and a well-groomed 
politician. should be returned to office 

In the crucial senate race, incumbent George Murphy, who as the New 
York Times labeled him “would win the award for the least amount of 
effort shown by a senator” is waging a tooth and nai! battle with young 
John Tunney who aspires to greater heights than the California state 
legislature. In hopes that new blood might improve California's 
representation in Congress, we recommend John Tunney 


In vet another state-wide race which 1s of extreme imporiance 
considering that the direction of education in California may well rest 
on the voter's choice, we recommend that Wilson Riles be elected to 
the office of Superintendent of Public Instruction currently held by 
Max Rafferty 

Finally , in a local election which has some bearing on the relationship 
of the community police to the college, we come to yet another choice 
of the “lesser of two evils,” that of drawing some distinction between 
the two candidates for the office of Sacramento County 
Sheriff. incumbent John Misterly and challenger Duane Lowe. It is a 
choice of inefficiency versus professionalism. The consequences of an 
efficient police department in relation to the college campus has 
meaningful significance. Lowe, a member of the California 
Identification and Investigation department, has been associated with 
surveillance of campus activities dealing with peace movements and 
protest. Obviously with Lowe in office, a better coordination of police 
activities is forseeable- whether it restricts itself to stopping crime or 
not is yet to be seen. Misterly on the other hand has the reputation of 
his ineptness in office to back him up, meaning a less organized police 
department. Because of these reasons we have reservations about 
making a recommendation for the office of county sheriff and only ask 
the public to vote their own personal priorities

Malos Malos has sought 
repeatedly to bring political 
candidates to SSC for public 


debates, but has been unable to 
bring together any two candidates 
for the same office 

“The Forum,” says Malos, “is 
based on the premise that open 
public debate is 4 valuable means 
of exploring and resolving campus 
and community issues. It seemed 
obviously appropriate at election 
time to bring political candidates 
to the campus for public 
debates.” 
Malos first 
O’Brien and 


contacted Charles 
Eveile Younger, 
candidates for State Attorney 
General. O’Brien readily accepted 
the invitation, but Younger, after 
a two and a half week delay, 
explained that it was too late to 
alter his schedule, and declined 
Malos next directed his attention 
to the County Sheriff's race 
Duane Lowe agreed to a campus 
debate, but incumbent sheriff 
John Misterly rejected the 
invitation, claiming that “the 
press of my duties” and other 
commitments ruled out 
acceptance of the invitation 


Finally, Malos issued an eleventh 
hour invitation to Irene Hickman 
ind Bill Lynch andidates for 
County Assessor. Dr. Hickman 
accepted, but Lynch's campaign 
manager expltamed that Lynch's 
schedule had already been firmed 
ip. By that time, it actually was
